There were forty-one drunks on the po-
lice docket In one day.

A strong earthquake was experl-
enced here shortly after § o'clock
Monday morning. The people were
greatly alarmed, but no serious dam-
age hns been reported and no one was
Injured, The admioistration buildings
of both the government and the cannl
vommisglon here and at Ancon were
80 severely shaken' that the clerks
loft their desks hurriedly for the
street, They soon returned, however,
when It was seem thiat no damage had
been done and that the frdt shock
was not followed by a second. The
nuake was felt also at Aguaduloe, iu
Cacle provinee, and at Pacors, In the
provinee of Panuma, points more than
100 miles apart

The landing of five great Trans
Atlnntie  liners at Castle Garden,
tnxed the new customs organization
to its limit and on the piers they
were working all one night examin-
ing the baggnge of the 8,460 cabin
pussengers who had nrrived during
the day. Collector of the Port Wil
linm Logh, accompuanied by Asslstunt
Becrotary of the Treasury James D.
Reynolds, witnessed the operation of
his new cuatoms regulations and the
several hundred Inspectors under his
watehful eye saw that o minimum of
forelgn merchandlse was smuggled
Into the port. In addition to the 1,024
eabln  passengers on  the Oeorge
Washington, the Columbin landed §01
from 'Glaggow, the Cedric 725, the
Clevelnnd B85, and the Touraine 306,
all cabin passengern. The passengers
were handled expeditionsly and under
the eye of the collector.
